. Toe decision of countries such’ as.Costa Rica, Honduras, 
Panama, and West Germany to eStop their Shipping from partici~ 
rating in the Cuban trade had little effect on the moverent 
cf cargoes from the Blicc since the shinping of these ccuntries 
accounted for only 5 small portion of the ships in the Bloc - 
Cuban trade, .
